The first definite proposition came from 
Mr. Pearee of Maryland, who suggested a 
compromise fixing two years as the limit 
for the operation of the proposed tariff. Mr. 
Pearce supported this tn a speech indicat- 
Ing no purpose to make an issue agalinst 
the bill, but rather a disposition to secure 
ynanimous action by compromise. 

Mr. Powers of Vermont was the first to 
give voice to "the opposition sentiment, He 
said, however, that he had come In the con- 
ference In the hope amd expectation that 
differences would be aditusted. 

(*hairman Payne spoke at cons!derahie 
length, and while in a good humor, he man- 
Gfifested some feeling at times. He dis- 
avowed! any pride of opinion tn the biil, as 
ho had not drawn it, althourh, as Chatr- 
man of the Commiftee is had fallen to he 
ot to present it.) Members gathered from 
Mr. Payne that the Secretary of War and 
those War Department officials most 
familiar with VDorto Kican affairs had 
drawn the bill, Mr. Payne aiso conveyed 
the impression that the President was not 
Opposed to the bill: certainly not on the 
constitutional questions involved, although 
he carefully refrained from any direct 
Statement as the attitude or wishes of the 
President. 

Mr. Grosvenor of Ohio was expected to 
make a statement more directly Indicating 
the President's desires, but he carefully re- 
frained from doting so. He said that he had 
recently attended a banquet where he was 
expected to speak “‘from the throne,” but 
he had prepared a speech which who.ly 
omitted any atthoritative statement. Svw, 
to-night he said he did not intend to “speak 
from the throne.’ He sald that the propos'!- 
tion limiting: the operation of the bill for 
two years was as far as the measure should 
be charmed. 

The espeech-making became general, Rep- 
resentatives Call, Cannon, Sperry, MecCall, 
Brown of Ohie, Fletchor, Lacey, Tompkins 
and Littlefleld, succeeding each other. Mr. 
Lacey brought forward a compromise giv- 
ing to the President full authority to aet. 
For a time the discussion turned on this 
proposition but it falled to develop much 
strength. 

The speeches of Mr. McCall and Mr. Lit- 
tlefield attracted much Interest because of 
the positive attitude they have taken. Mr. 
McCall spoke calmly but did not state any 
of his opposition to the measure as a whule 
and showed a dispoeition tuo accept any of 
the compromises suggested. Mr. Littlefleld 
Was more vehement in declaring that he 
had not surrendered his views against the 
Measure as a Whole, aithough he felt di<-

NEITHER SIDE HAD GAINED. 

This dispatch, mace puovlic this afternoon, 
showing that neither combatunt has any 
new advantage, incieases the anxiety for 
an authentic confirmation of the Durban 
dispatch. 

The military experts point out hope- 
fuily that the arrival of the British sup- 
ply column at Peurdeberg may have given 
to Gen. Roberts the opportunity to resume 
his attack on Gen. Cronje’s lines, for doubt- 
less he could not have maintained his vig- 
Orous cannonade without more ammuni- 
tion. Possibly, too, the long wait may 
be due to Lord Roberts’ determination to 
try to starve out Cronje'’s gallant force. 

Other late Paardeberg dispatches state 
that the Boers’ plight is hopeless and that 
Lord Roberts is reacy to meet any or all 
of their reinforcements. 

The nuimber of men uncer Roberts has 
been variourly estimated at from 80,000 to 
§),000, but it is not supposed that this 
number surrounds Cronje. 

In stronz contrast is a bulletin published 
in Pretoria Feb. 22. It states that com- 
munication with Gen. Cronje was still open 
on Feb. 21 and that reports of heavy fight- 
ing occurrins east of Cronje’s camp had 
been received. 

The War Office reports the Pritish casu- 
alties at Koodooberg Feb. 7 (Gen. Mac- 
Donald’s reconnaissance to the west of 
Modder River Station) and Klip Kraal Feb. 
16 (Lord Roberte’ dash to the east) were 
seven officers wounded, four men killed 
and 9% men wounded. These engagements 
were but preliminary to the heavier bat- 
tling since then. 

AN EXPERT’S OPINION. 

Gpencer Wilkinson, one of the military 
writers for a London paper, whose opinions 
attract attention, reviews the situation: 

“On the night of Thursday, Feb. 1, Gen. 
Cronje marched out from Magersfontein 
between Gen. French, who had just entered 
Kimberley, and Gen. Kelly-Kenny, then at 
Klip Drift, on the Modder River. The next 

‘Gay Gen. Kelly-Kenny pursued him, at- 
tacked bis rear guard and delayed him un- 
“til the Highland Brigade was on its way 
to stop him on the south bank of the Mod- 
Ger and Gen. French could pass him on 
the north bank. 

“Afiier a three days’ running fight Gen. 
Cronje was stopped at Koodoo’s Rand near 
Paeardeberg, where he was surrounded. His 
force wad between the river bank and a 
fine of low hills, which gave him a defen- 
sive position facing elther way, so that at- 
tacks on him involved heavy loss, bul on 
Tuesday Lord Roberts arranged to grip him 
with a girdle of infantry, while cannonading 
him with 8 guns enfilad!ng the river bed. 
In the meantime Lord Roberts, with a spare 
division or two bevond the three brigades 
holidng Conje sect himself to intercept 
and drive away any Boer reinforcements. 

“This was the situation on Wednesday 
and it offered a reasonable probability of 
the capture of Cronje’s force and of the 
defeat of any reinforcements. We have Ifi- 
tle news beyond Wednesday. On Thursday 
the shelling of Cronje was continued at in- 
tervals, continuous shelling probably iIn- 
volving a too lavish use of ammunition. The 
Boers have been giving themselves up by 
fifties a day. On Tuesday Lord Roberts 
Grove off reinforcements coming from 
Colesberg and from Natal. 

“A Berlin report declares that Cronje had 
forced’ his way through. This ts {mprobabie, 
but may refer to a small party who may 
have escaped in the nisht. 

“Lord Roberts’ advance has drawn away 
some of the Boer forces from Colesberg, 
Sterkstroom and Natal, as is seen from 
the diminished resistance to the Briiish at 
all those points. 

“Gen. Buller, after taking Inhiawe H!!1, 
Das crossed the Tucela River and, aceorfing 
to the latest telegrams, has been fighting 

continuously since Thursday morning, Ts 
looks like a decided ati empt to relieve 
Ladysmith, wherein I expect Gen. Buller 
will succeed if he doves not, as before inter- 
rupt his advance by stopping to count his 
losses and declaring that he has lost 
enough. 

“A general has never lost enouch to jus- 
tify the giving up of his enterprise, so 
long as his troops are willing to go on with 
him. Ladysmith can probably bold out for 
several weeks longer and In that time the 
effect of Lord Roberts’ advance will prob- 
ably be even more marked than [t has yet 
been.”’

QUESTIONS OF PEACE. 

Peace being restored, tWo questions w?!! 
Present themsclyv«es to many Tory as well 
as to the Liberal politicians: 

“Shall the republics be permitted to entkst 
under Lritish prutection, wiin a returmed 
franchise, gubiect to restrictions as to 


end the Free Siate, after a sufficient period 
of martial law, be re-formed as self-gov- 
¢rning British colonies, preparatory to the 
créating of a British Federation for ail 

South Africa?’ 

Well-informed men say Mr. Chamberlain 
alone in the British Cabinet is in favor cf 
ignoring the first question end giving an 
answer to the second, “This must and 
shall be done.” 

At the moment it is probable that Mr. 
Chamberlain, and not Lord Salisbury, rep- 
resents the feeling of 10 out of a dozen men. 
“Let there be a South African British fed- 
eration.” guys the average Englishman to- 
day when he remembers what the Boers 
bave cost him. And it ts eniirely probable 
that the colonies, whose sacrificas have es- 
tablished their right to be heard, will sup- 
port this demand. 

His friends declare that Mr. Chamberlain 
regoids this week as marking one of his 
most decisive political triumphs. 

For three vears his enemies have bom- 
barded him with charges which, in other 
days, must have meant his Impeachment, 
lie sat silent, even contemptuous. 

The climax came on Tuesday when two 
Welch HRadical members of the House 
moved for a new inquiry tnto the Jameson 
raid, and especially {nto Mr. Chamberlain's 
complicity with Cecil Rhodes in ft. Their 
speeches showed the biiterness against 
Chamberiain which helps to bind the Kad- 
icals. 

CHAMBERLAIN’S WRATH. 

Mr. Chamberlain lost his temper for the 
first time in the campaign against him. 

“You want not Inquiry buk execution,” 
he angrily exclaimed. Even his opponents 
admit that he triumphed politically. He 
showed that if the Inquiry into the alleged 
complicity of the colonial office was not 
p@&&hed vigorously, it was retarded not by 
himself alone, but by the whole comninit- 
tee, which Included Sir William Harcourt 
and Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman, past 
and present leaders of the opposition. Both 
Sir William and Sir Henry i!n their subse- 
quent speeches acquitted Mr. Chamberlain, 
and then, of course, the majority of the 
House acquitted him. 

Mr. Chamberlain has lately been lucky, 
too, In that suspicion of anderhand assocla- 
tion, with Dr. Leyds, the Boer agent, has 
been thrown upon some of the minor mem- 
bers of the Radical party, and in than for 
months discredited journalists have been 
peddling letters stolen from the office of 
Cecil Rhodes’ solicitor. 

The facts are hidden by a cloud of clrarges 
and denials. But to-day the Spectator 
demands a full inquiry into Cecell Rhodes’ 
dealing with the Irish party and with the 
colonial office since 1892, and into the pv- 
litical-financial transactions affecting the 
South African Co.'s charter. 

Necessarily, Mr. Chamberlain will be no 
party to any e*uch inquiry, which can be 
held only when the Radical ministry !s 
again in power.

James G. Fair. the man who left $4.0".0” 
to be fought for by three children, and as 
many women as thought they could make 
claims stick was at the beginning of his 
career in California: a red-shirted, hard- 
muscled miner. He went to San Fran- 
cisco by way of the Isthmus of Panama in 
the winter of 1849-59 Caullifornia was then 
popularly supposed to be ILerallyv a Innd of 
gold, the rush of fortune-hunters had fius' 
begun and Fair was In the vanguard. He 
was 18 years old. He was of Irish birth, 
but had lived In Tllinols since 1544. 

For 14 years following his arriva! an the 
golden beach of San Francisco, then a 
straggling village of ‘tents and eabins, he 
fought adversitv. He went immediately (9 
Central California and began to dig for the 
coli which he had been led to be lay 
in solid masses just beneath the surface. 
The little red-wood cabin he occupied still 
stands. After a bootless s:‘rugel: ng 
three venrs he joined the stampede to tite 
Frazer River goldfields of British Columbia, 
We returned from this expedition poorer, if 
that were possible, than when he started. 
From 1860 :o 1863 he worked In the quariz 
mining camps near Grass Valliev in Nevada 
«‘ounty, California. Here for the first time 
were his efforts rewarded. It was only a 
smal) success, but it made him more deter- 
mined than cver to wrest fortune frem the 
fron grip of the earth. 

He located the Hopewell mine, bat having 
no capital with which to develop it, sold his 
claim for $839. This sum was the nucleus 
of the Fair fortune.

HILE the United Scvates Senate has 
been termed the Millhonaires’ Club 
it is nevertheless the cheapest club 
in the world for a poor man to join utder 
certain conditions. 

If his membership !s really desired by h's 
constituents the initiation fee ts nothing 
and the perquisi:es, daily Increasing, ave 
enormous. Of course, to the man who 
starts out to buy a membership the cost is 
enormous and only millionaires ean afford 
to indulge. But once they are admiited to 
{tS august circle their incidental cxpenses 
ought to be nil. 


During one hot week In June the Senate 
paid $19% for lemons for lemonade, and 
ehortly afterwards returned no less than 
370 empty bottles which had = contained 
lithia water. But the taxpayer should not 
grow long-faced at such a modest race of 
revelry as this, considering the fact that 
years ago nearly every committee reom 
at the Senate end of the Capito! jts 
provision of liquors purchase«l by thre etlpair- 
manor by a member with a reputation as a 
conno!lsseur.

Robinson was one of the 
pluckiert offielals that ever came into the 
great West. One of his celebrated deeda in 
the Black Hills was the breaking up of the 
“Lame Johnny’ gang. which frequently 
held up the stage running between Sydney 
and Deadwood. Its favorite plave of at- 
tack was in the pine lands, Red 
Cloud Agency and the latter city. Many 
officers had attempted to break up the 
gang, but none sueceeded until Robinson 
took it In hand while he was Deputy Sheriff 
of Pennington County. After the members 
were arrested he tracked Lame Johnny out 
to where he was trapping, fought two long- 
range pistol duels with him and eventually 
captured and brought the outlaw in with 
his own hand and alone. This was in 1875. 
and he took the prisoner a distance of 140 


miles to Deadwood. Although very deter- 
mined in his attacks upon highway robbers, 
his treatment of them after arrest was sv 
kind that he never failed to make lifelong 
friends ef them. 

later he became Marshal of Rapid City 
and in 1893 was made Deputy United 
Siates Marshal. He served five years as 
United States Clreuit Court Commissioner 
at Pine Rhige. Among the cases which 
came before him were those of “Good 
Bhot,”” the Indian who killed his equaw ami 
left her on the fee, and that of “Bad Elk,”’ 
who killed @ policeman.

of th'ngs never dreamt of by the creators

With the exception of the creation of this 
corps of Consular Clerks, Congress has 
dene practically nothing te correct the 
evils of our system, of which it has been 
reminded at every Lach year in 
the Diplomate and Conaular appropration 
bill, some change has, perhaps, been made 
in the salary of a Consular officer in whom 
influential member was personally in- 
or whose inadequate salary the 
Deapartment of State had strenuously 
urged should be Increased, a Consulate has, 
perhaps, been raised to a Consulate-Ger- 
crai, a feed office made a salaried one, but 
the general needs of the service have never 
been considered. The one great object of 
(onerss has been that our Consular Ser-

“D. With each change of Administration, 
the Government is exposed to lose the bene- 
fit of whatever knowledge and influence Jts 
agents have acquired durng their term of 
service, and thvs, most of the time, is 
terved, and, therefore, to a considerable 
extent, by incompetent officers. There 
no other country In the world where 
tenure of a Consular office is deperdent 
on the permanerce of the home administra- 
tion. Nor can the practice be defended by 
any consideration whatever that looks to 
its usefulness and efficiency.” 

Under our present system, Consular Dip- 
lomatic agents are sciected without regard 
to thetr qualificaticens. As a rule, these ap- 
pointements are bestowed as a reward or 
inducement rather than to secure, tn 
interest of trade an diplomacy, the hest 
ability which the country affords. Not on-- 
tenth of the whole number Appointees 
are conversant with the language, geogr.i- 
phy, laws political economy, or material 
resources of the country to which they are 
nceredited. The tenure of office, ton, 
brief and uncertain that there can be little 
esprit de corps in the service. Continuance 
is necessary to usefulness in office, under 
cur present gysiem of appointments The 
system is radically defective. Neither the 
peoep.e nor the Government can affori to 
dispense with the qualifications essential 
to the best service in this department. 
We do no wrong to the community when 
we avull ourselves of the best ability to do 
cur work, and there is no reason why the 
Government should not be allowed to 
low the same dictate of comeron sense in 
the selection of agents. At it 
shoull be permitted to employ a systein of 
appvointments which will tend to elevate 
and improve, and not one Which tends to 
degrade and demoralize the service
